But there are 
always two sides to a question, and the 
Judge, no doubt, will seek to prove a dif 
ferent state of case. Altogether it will 
open up a great legal contest, which will 
cost ever so much, before it is decided. 
To fight a lawyer at law ordinarily is a 
big undertaking, but when that lawyer is 
Judge Black, the foremost man in his pro- 
fession in the country, it is a huge thing. It 
will be an interesting case. 

'I be Fiiion Depot. 

There can be very little doubt that the 
lower board of the Couucil will, next 
Thursday, complete their action relative 
to the right-of-way question, the Union 
depot and all other points that may be 
embraced. At the last session the depot 
was located between Third and Sixth 
streets. A correspondent writes in an- 
other column urging its location at an- 
other point. He and his friends oppose 
the location between^Third and Sixth for 
these reasons: First, because below 

Third street there is not now, nor ever can 
be, without an unnecessarily heavy ex- 
penditure, any sufficient room for the lab 
ing on or delivery of caigoes by steamers, 
and wherever the depot is located, there 
the boats will congregate. They will 
crowd in so close together as to barely 
touch the shore with the bow, and that po- 
sition will prevent all passage of other 
boats; even prevent the proper handling of 
such as having secured a landing, wish 
to get away. Above Third, the harbor h« 
gins to grow larger, and a point some- 
where between First and Third would be 
most accessible to the trade of the city 
and the river trade. Secondly — property 
is so valuable between Main and the river, 
and Third and Sixth streets, that it would 
cost much more to buy a location than 
would be necessary to pay for right of 
way and cost of changing the route if lo 
cated on some of the now vacant property 
on the front, say near First street. The 
city owns considerable property in that 
vicinity, and there can be littlo- or no 
doubt the Council would he justified in 
donating thc ground for a depot, if lo- 
cated where she is already an owner. 
Third — the business men of the city de- 
sire the depot where the greatest accom- 
dation will be afforded, and they are op 
posed to this sectional feeling which some 
years ago effectually stayed all really 
necessary public enterprises. We give 
publicity to these as the views of many of 
our citizens, but express none ourselves, 
as we have entire confidence in the judg- 
ment of the City Council. 

Work on (lie Brittle an<l Dam. 

The river having fallen sufficiently, 
work has been resumed in full force on 
the dam. The pierhead, running up to a 
point opposite foot of Fifth street, will be 
completed in a very few days, while the 
dam proper will by the end of this week be 
built about one-third of the distance 
across the river. Filling and bunking 
with stone, and planking will require 
another week or two. 

Work on the bridge is progressing with 
wonderful activity. Pier No. 1G is com- 
pleted, and the trestle-work is on the 
ground for the erection of span No. 15. 
Pier No. IT is about one-third done. 
Work is two-thirds completed on piers 18 
and 1!>, and No. 20 will require but two or 
three days additional work. The scaffold- 
ing above the road-way on the great span 
over the Indian chute is about half up, 
and the water-way will be closed immedi- 
ately. so that the span may he put up be- 
fore high water comes. No doubt No- 
vember 1st will see all the heavy work 
done, if not the completion of the entire 
structure. 

A Rarucr-aiis I*rc*»clit-r in Trostltlo.

The new bonnets are a trifle larger than 
those of the summer; very high on the top, 
and with the trimming drooping backward 
from the center over the back hair, instead 
of forming a coronal, as the past season. 
Feathers will be extensively used for fall 
bonnets, some having two small one3 on 
the top, with a long one curved and falling 
below the neck at the back. Lace scarfs 
are fashionable upon bonnets, the latest 
and striking being that of one scarf. A 
piece of lace a yard and a half long or 
more is attached to one side and brought 
around the neck, and the end drawn 
through falls at the side. These folds of 
lace lie loosely around the neck, and are 
beccraing to a pretty face, and help to im- 
prove even a plain one. 

FASHIONABLE COLORS. 

The fashionable colors in millinery this 
fall are plum color, a dark rich tint, new 
and elegant, in velvet; Russian green, a 
peculiar shade of dark green, very becom- 
ing to a blonde; and, though this shade 
can be worn by a brunette, yet it will add 
little to t.he charm* cf a dark-eyed beauty. 
Navy blue, a dark bine, differing from 
every blue that has been worn. Chestnut 
brown is a new and rich color, and in vel- 
vets and satins will be a favorite and 
much sought after; coral color is destined 
to be fashionable; also, both black and 
brown will be worn in velvets. The Nile 
green is a new shade, a pale delicate tint, 
something like the peculiar shade of sea 
foam when it sparkles in the sunlight. 
Dark velvets, us brown, black, Ac., will be 
trimmed with brillianA gay colors. 



A rich bonnet of plum-colored velvet is 
trimmed with feathers and lace and a 
cluster of velvet leaves. This droops low 
on the forehead, as do most of the new 
bonnets. Nearly all of the new styles re- 
semble more a round hat than the pretty 
little bonnets of the past. 

A purple velvet has a reverse plaiting 
of purple velvet, a shade lighter than the 
bonnet, around the front; above this is 
black Chantilly lace, feathers in two 
shades of purple, and a long scarf at the 
back made of Alencon lace, a new mate- 
rial, rich and elegant, that will be used on 
bonnets. 'The strings are composed of a 
plain fold of dark purple velvet, and a 
plaiting of a lighter shade, an entirely 
new style. 

A pretty bonnet is butterfly shape, and 
made of black lace edging. In the center 
of the front is a bow of beautiful green, 
with two pointed ends falling over the top; 
short luce ends fall over the hair, and on 
one side is a cluster of flowers with sprays 
cf autumn leaves. 

A novelty is a bonnet of Russian green 
velvet, and the shape is called Ligueure. 
This name is historical of the time of 
Louis .XV. The velvet is in full puff 
around the edge; a band above this with 
loops and a pearl buckle in front: a wide 
standing puff around the top, with loops, 
and a buckle in the center. Two small 
white feathers attached at the back curl 
gracefully around the top, and a long one, 
with a curve, falls o' er the back hair to 
the shoulders. This long feather is to be 
pinned to the hair, so as to keep it in 
place. Green strings clasped above the 
chest by a bow of green velvet. 

Something unique is a black lace bon- 
net with an upright plaiting of scarlet 
velvet in front. The strings are scarlet 
velvet, the ribbon passing along the back 
with a bow in the center, and over this 
bow is a fall of wide lace, and on the top 
is a beautiful rose with a trailing vine of 
buds and leaves. 

A black velvet is pulled over the frame, 
and has a feather twined around the en- 
tire bonnet, with an aigrette at one side, 
from which falls a long lace scarf to twine 
around the neck. 

A chaste style is of black lace with al- 
ternating upright folds of green velvet, 
bound with satin a shade brighter. At 
the back is a spray of velvet »C* ves an d 
rows of lace; a white aigrette with a c!l ,s " 
ter of green velvet leaves on one side, 
and circlet in front of satin folds and lace. 

A brown velvet is decorated with two 
shades of drab features, and has a spray of 
autumn-tinted leaves on the top. A nov- 
elty is made of green velvet, and has a 
wide plaiting resting on the forehead and 
running around the frame. Above this is 
a cluster of begonia leaves, that trails over 
the top, and a cluster of autumn flowers 
and leaves at the side. The strings are of 
green ribbon. 

The bonnets are to be worn lower on the 
forehead than they have been, and it will 
be fashionable to trim with two shades of 
feathers. 

PARIS DRESSES. 

Two elegant dresses have heeu recently 
brought from Paris for a young lady of 
l!«*ton, and a brief description may inter- 
est lady readers. A plain, rich pink silk 
has a scalloped flounce around the bottom 
of the trained skirt. Above this on the 
front, at intervals, are three rows of pink 
Donna Marie gauze, having the appear- 
ance of being plaited in the center, and 
through the center of this is white gauze 
plaited, with pink satin in shell plaiting 
running through the middle of the white. 

The back of the skirt has three scalloped 
flounces, with a puffing of white gaze be- 
tween them. The overskirt is short, the 
back is in small scallops bound with satin 
and fulled at the sides to festoon it, where 
joined to the front. The front is short and 
of white gaze, with nink.riiffliiur nnJ cotin 
rib ,; t :„„ rue corsage is low, with satin 
trimming in shell-work passing over the 

shoulders, with beautifullv wrought 
lace below it; tne iront and back ot the 

waist, within this trimming, is made of 
alternate ruffles of pink and white gaze, 
with a lace plaiting around the neck. The 
sleeves are to match, and short, with a 
satin bow on the top. A pink satin bow, 
with short pointed ends, is to be worn at 
the back of the belt. 

A white India muslin is made a trained 
skirt, with a double flounce around it, the 
upper one edged with lace. Above this 
another wide flounce, made of puffings of 
muslin and lace insertion, with edging. 
The overskirt is trimmed with a ruffle of 
puffing and insertion. Blue satin hows 
are worn upon the sides where this skirt is 
caught up, and at the back, llie corsage 
is low, the sleeves puffs and insertion, and 
attached to this short sleeve is a flowing 
one, edged with lace — open at the inner 
seam to the short sleeve, where there is a 
satin bow — and sloping away below the el- 
bow.

From the San Francisco Bulletin. 

The following sketch of the career of a 
distinguished swindler is translated for 
the Evening Journal from the Berlin Boer- 
sen Zeitung, August 14th. It will be read 
with special relish by Californians, as this 
city and State were one of the theaters of 
the exploits of Edelmann: 

About the year 185A he was employed 
in a tobacco stqre in this eity, the largest 
one here at that time, and which was kept 
by a man named Frank. He was sus- 
pected of theft, and Detectives Lees and 
Ellis turned their attention to him. He 
was arrested, convicted and sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment in the county jail. 
Shortly afte r his release from this estali- 
lishtnent he proceeded on his travels. 

Some time during the war between 
Prussia and Austria, in the summer of 
l8Gf>, there appeared at the Berlin ex- 
change a man calling himself Edelmann. 
who, apparently reveling in all the riches 
of an eastern nabob, succeeded in creat- 
ing a profound sensation, notwithstanding 
the startling events of history at that time 
agitating the mind of all Europe. 

Kdeluiunn ha<l dspnsitml large sums in 
English and East India banks, as he pro- 
posed to prove by check books, letters and 
dispatches; he wore a high order, con- 
ferred by thc Emperor Maximilian, of 
Mexico, and boasted of a great number of 
the most eminent acquaintances. Merely 
for his amusement, he bought the great 
baronical estate of Lyck, near Koenigs- 
berg, in East Prussia, and spent large 
sums on its improvement, but resided 
mostly in Berlin. 

Of course it could not be difficult for 
such a man to find recognizance in the 
best commercial circles. The first bank- 
ing houses of the metropolis were open to 
him. and he transacted eminent business 
on exchange. His household was fur- 
nished and carried on with princely mag- 
nificence. At the time when the famine 
in East Prussia enlisted the sympathy of 
the whole country, Edelmann was as good 
as his name. [Edelmann — synonym with 
“noble man.”] Besides large sums of 
ready money, he contributed to a fair, held 
for the benefit of the sufferers, a costly 
shawl, a present to him of the Queen of 
Siam ! . 

Down to the spring of 1S6S Edelmann 
continued here to enact this splendid role, 
and then suddenly disappeared. Whence 
he came, whither he had gone, nobody 
knew. It was reported from Koenigsberg 
that he had sold his estate of Lyck and 
started on extensive travels. By and by 
the modern Cncsus was forgotten, till ail 
at once there comes to us a piece of news 
from Frankfort-on-the-Main, which may 
interest sonic of our commercial circles, 
and is likely to cause a flutter among 
those who had closer business connections 
with Edelmann. He, the seeming money 
king, whose name a whole army of brokers 
and others did not utter but with the pro- 
foundest respect, whose friendship was 
courted by merchant princes and embryo 
Rothschilds, is nothing else but a danger- 
ous adventurer and swindler! 

Edelmann, a short time ago, took lodg- 
ings in a Frankfort hotel, lie appeared 
there with the same show of wealth as at 
Berlin. He boasted of his estate in East 
Prussia, his enormous capital in East In- 
dia and English banks, his decorations 
and aristocratic acquaintances. Strange 
to say, though our Croesus was hard up for 
cash, nevertheless, and in order to raise 
funds, he stooped to ask the head steward 
of the hotel for successive loans tip to 700 
florins. With that his role at I rankfort 
was played out, for a few days afterward 
he was arrested and exported as a swin- 
dler. 

Fldelmann’s adventurous life furnishes a 
most interesting picture of the career of a 
swindler. However, it is to be regretted 
that his exposure remains incomplete, 
thus far* for his principal exploits appear 
to have taken place in Australia, Amer- 
ica and Asia. At eighteen years of age 
he left his native place, Wilkowishken. and 
„ Mit to Australia, where he worked some 
years ii* tb e mines. Here be also got 
married, wd at the same time changed his 
original nar^e of Endelmann to Fldelmann. 
Somewhat later, he asserts, in the capaci- 
ty of engineer, he bu'U a railroad to Bal- 
larat. Believe this who may of a 
man who, though he succeeded in de- 
ceiving the highest circles of society 
is, oddly enough, unable to write! It is 
proven, however, that in 1858 he failed in 
Melbourne, and from this time dates his 
career as a swindler and adventurer. In 
California, in South America, in Panama, 
he reappears in the most different charac- 
ters: now as a poor Jewish peddler, then 
again as the great merchant. F’orged con- 
tracts, drafts and bills of exchange, found 
on his person after his arrest, give an idea 
of the extent of his swindling transactions 
at that time. 

In l*G2 we find him in the F’rench army 
in Mexico as a common soldier. . He de- 
serted to the Liberals, did somewhat later 
important service as a spy, and rose at 
last to the position ol a great army con- 
tractor. At about this time, he asserts, he 
received the order which decorated his 
brepst while here. 

In 18<;:; he went to China, and from 
thence to East India, where he remained 
to the end of 18bj, and where he accumu- 
lated a fortune by great cotton contracts 
with the government. In Bombay, Fldel- 
mann again failed. In order more 
uallv to conceal hi* pa* pose, lie, the even- 
ing before he absconded, gave his friends 
a splendid banquet, at which all the luxu- 
ries of the Indies were displayed. While

pleasures of the table, he disappeared with 
all the ready money and went to Flurope. 
This last exploit undoubtedly furnished 
him the large sums which he commanded 
on his arrival at Berlin. 

His mean, bad character is illustrated 
by the way he tried to free himself of his 
wife, of whom, it seems, he became tired. 
She being in London, he wrote to her from 
Bombay, with directions to join him 
there, at the same time sending her money 
enough to pay her fare. IV hen he knew 
her to be on the way, he lelt Bombay, 
hoping that the poor, helpless woman, 
without means anti friends, would perish 
in the strange land. And. indeed, after 
her arrival there, she tell subject to the 
greatest distress, which was Lightened by 
the circumstance of the reported death of 
her husband — a rumor started by himself 
for obvious reasons. At last the British 
consul took her case in hand and sent her 
back to London, where she is still living in 
needy circumstances. 

Alter his times of magnificence at Ber- 
lin, Edelmann visited all the different 
bath'Ug places on the continent where 
gambling flourished, and, after he had lost 
all his money, set to swindling and con- 
tracting debts. It appears that latterly 
he altogether depended on his dishonest 
transactions for a living, in which he was 
materially assisted by a young woman of 
great beauty and very elegant appearance 
and manners, who traveled with him, and 



who succeeded in victimizing many a 
I young man, often to the amount of very 
large sums. She passed for a niece or 
adopted daughter of F!delmann, but was, 
in fact, the illegitimate offspring of very 
obscure people at Friedburg on the Elbe, 
lived for a time as servant girl at Att*na, 
from whence she went to Kastatt, in 
Baden, where she kept up a love affair 
with a subaltern officer at the garrison 
and afterward appeared at Baden-Baden 
as a member of the demi-monde. Here it 
was 'that Edelmann became acquainted 
with her, and surrounded her with 
luxury and elegance, made her his 
tool and companion in crime. .She ac- 
companied him to Homburg and Wies- 
baden, and afterward Nizza and Monaco. 
At the latter place he represented to the 
proprietor of the gambling bank that his 
paletot, containing thirty-five thousand 
florins in drafts and securities had been 
stolen from him, and tried to induce him 
i to lend him twenty-five thousand, in order 
to enable him to foreclose the payment of 
said drafts and bills in London. M. Blanc, 
however, could not see the point, and gave 
him one hundred francs to enable him to 
reach London. Thus Edelman left Mo- 
naco, but not before he had swindled the 
porter of the hotel out of eight hundred 
francs, besides contracting debts with 
diffi-rent parties about town. 

lfft hi* “ni»r>P nr Monaco as a kind 
of pledge of security, and at last, in order 
to get rid of her, she was given some hun- 
dred francs, with which she started for 
Frankfort to rejoin Edleman. A few days 
alter her arrival there he was arrested and 
exposed, as related above. 

EXTENSIVE SWINDLING OPERA. 

TION'S. 

“Raised** Drafts Draw K16.000— One of 

the Operators .Arrested. 

From the St. Louis Republican. 

A stock dealer, named John T. Sayers, 
was arrested at Wellsville, Montgomery 
county, by Marshal McF’all, of this city, 
and Mr. B. M. Odom, who came here with 
a requisition from Governor Pease, of 
iexas, on Governor MeClurg, for his ren- 
dition to that State. Sayers is charged 
with being in complicity with two eonted- 
erates in passing a large amount of coun- 
terfeit greenbacks, and with drawing 
money on forged checks upon two banks 
at Austin, Texas. The checks were 
originally of small amounts, drawn in St. 
Louis, and were afterwards “raised’’ to a 
much larger sum, the signatures and dates 
being allowed to remain. When the 
checks were presented to the banks, they 
were cashed at once. In this way abont 
81G.OOO was swindled from the banks, all 
of which, however, has been recovered, 
except about $700. It appears that Say- 
ers, after getting the checks “raised here, 
went to Texas, and, being taken sick, left 
the matters with his confederates, one of 
whom, named Piper, was arrested, and, 
turning State s evidence, “blowed on his 
accomplices. Piper, it is said, was a 
young man, and formerly worked for Say- 
ers in Calloway county, Missouri. 

About $50,000 in counterfeit bills and a 
pocket full of "raised drafts were found 
on the men. The drafts were "raised ’ 
from $20 to $5,000 and $10,000. Mr. Odom, 
who was a large stock drover, was used by 
Sayers confederates to introduce them to 
the banks: and therefore his interest in 
ferreting ouUthe parties to the plot and 
bringing the perpetrators to justice. 

A letter was directed to Sayers, request- 
ing him to come to Wellsville. which he 
did, not suspecting a plan for hb capture. 
He there was taken into custody by the 
gentleman above named.

We exceedingly regret the many little peiiv 
and private Interests thrown In the way ol set- 
tling this lmpmtan? question. We are oil red- 
dents of Loul.-vllle, are heavy shippers and tax- 
payers, and from long experience and ohsei ra- 
tion here and elsewhere In the movements of 
trade aud commerce we respectfully claim to 
make a few suggestions, which of course will be 
taken merely for what they are worth. 

It ts a well established fact thar nearly all the 
heavy ouslne « of the city Is between Market 
street and the river, and the great bulk of the 
rough commerce Is at the rivt*, consisting of

anybody on the subject it would have 
been the Peruvian Government itself.
